And all because one woman wanted to show her gratitude toward 
one who had splendidly served her 
For ages this gratitude will con­

bear fruit, and thousands upon thousands

efits. The story should he inscribed in bronze and placed where all 
who are benefited in that institution might learn this lesson of love 
from one human being 
It to a simple thing, this rendering of thanks or this expression 
of appreciation.

Often a return may be made in serv­ 
ice, where only thoughtfulness and effort come into play. But what­
